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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 314 
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Let us Have One United Prayer for God to Pour out His Spirit in Power Upon all Revivals 
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“And he spake a parable unto them 
to this end, that men ought always 
to pray, and not to faint.” Luke 18:1. 

In the Scriptures we are exhorted 
over and over to pray much. David 
said, “Evening, and morning, and at 
noon, will I pray, and cry aloud: and 
he shall hear my voice.” Psa. 55:17. 
Jesus said, “Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always.” Luke 21:36. “Pray that 
ye enter not into temptation.” Luke 
22:40. Paul said, ‘“’“Praying always 
will all prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit.” Eph. 6:18. “Pray without ceas- 
ing.” 1 Thes. 5:17. “I will therefore 
that men pray everywhere.” 1 Tim. 
2:8 James said, “Pray one for an- 
other.” Jas. 5:16. 

Here are instances of some who 
prayed and God answered their pray- 
ers: Abraham, Gen. 18:23-32; Jacob, 
Gen. 32:9; Joshua, Josh.'7:6-9; Gide- 
on, Judg. 6:13-39; Hannah, 1 Sam. 1; 
David, 2 Sam. '7:18-29;: Hezekiah, 2 
Kings 20:2-6; Nehemiah, Neh. 2:4; 
Jeremiah, Jer. 32:16-44; Daniel, Dan. 
9:%-23; Anna, Luke 2:37; The Church, 
Acts 4;29-33; Paul, Acts 9:11; Peter, 


. Acts 9:40.. These and many others 


are examples given in the Scriptures, 
“and they are written for our admo- 
nition, upon whom the ends of the 
world are come.” 


Those whose lives give us joy and 
courage, are the men and women who 
prayed and cried unto God out of a 
broken and contrite heart. They felt 
the great need of prayer and knew 
that defeat was certain if they failed 
to pray unto their God. In times of 
great crisis they never failed to pray, 
and they prayed until God answered. 

Prayer occupied a very prominent 
piace in the life of our Lord. In 
“And in the 
morning, rising up a great while be- 
fore day, he went out, and departed 
into a _ solitary place, and there 
prayed.” The preceding day had been 
a busy one but Jesus shortened the 
hours of needed sleep and rest that 
He might arise early and give Him- 
self to prayer. Again in Luke 6:12, 
we find, “And it came to pass in those 
days, that he went out into a moun- 
tain to pray, and continued all night 
in prayer to God.” Here He found. it 
necessary to spend a whole night in 
prayer. ° 

The words “pray” and “prayer” are 
used about twenty-five times in the 
brief record of His short life on earth. 
Evidently prayer took much of the 
time and strength of our Lord. “Who 
in the days of his flesh, when he had 
offered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears unto 
him that was able to save him from 
death, and was heard in that he 
feared.” Heb. 5:7. He has now passed 
into the heavens and, as the High 
Priest of our profession, He ever 
liveth to make intercession for wus. 
Prayer is one of the principle things 
that Jesus is doing at the right hand 
of the Father for us. Praise His pre 
cidus Name! 

Before Jesus went back to the 
Father He taught His disciples to 
pray and to ask the Father in His 
mame. John 16:23, 24. They had 
asked Jesus to teach them how to 
pray and when the Holy Ghost came 
om the day of Pentecost, they caught 
the spirit of prayer and.they knew 
of no other way to reach the throne 
of God but by prevailing prayer. After 
Pentecost, when the seven men of 
honest report and full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom were appointed, 
the apostles said, “But we will give 
eurselves continually to prayer, and 
te the ministry of the word.” Acts 
6:4. 

In these last days of awful conflict 
we need to pray as they of the early 
Church did. It seems that Satan is 
directing his forces against the spirit 
e* prayer. He knows how the power 
of God comes in answer to prayer, 
and how his purposes are defeated 
through prayer, and the souls of the 
overcoming saints mount up as on 
eagles’ wings above all the hosts of 


‘ darkness. 


The early Church, the reformers, 
Welch, Knox, Wesley, Fox, Finney 
and a host of others spent much time 
in prayer &t the throne of grace, and 
if they prayed so earnestly in their 
day, how we need to spend much time 
in fervent prayer in these perilous 
times that we may be able, through 
the mighty power of the Holy Ghost 
to drive back the powers of Satan. 

Many have been defeated in their 
lives and service for God because 
they let the enemy of their souls de- 
feat them in a prayer life. If we are 
successful in service for our Lord we 
must possess a spirit of prayer and 
holy devotion to the will of God in 
all things. Then we will know what 
it means for Him to work in us “both 
to will and to do of his good pleas- 
ure.” 


God will direct those who live in 
communion with Him, and will “lead 
them in a plain path.” They are in 
touch with heaven and the throne of

power. Oh, how prayer is needed in 
these awful days of combat with -the 
powers of evil; prayer that brings 
tears, melts hearts, lifts heavy bur 
dens and delivers captive souls. God 
has put this mighty weapon in the 
possession of His people and He ex- 
pects them, to use it. 

Oh, the glorious privilege of prayer 
in which all of God’s children can 
have a part. Those who are shut in 
from the public meetings on account 
of sickness can have a part in it. The 
busy mother who rocks the cradle and 
cares for the little ones can have a 
part. Those who are busy in the 
toils of life can have a part in it by 
praying as they hurry from duty to 
duty and in the quiet hours of the 
day can steal away to the closet and 
have a little talk with Jesus at the 
throne of grace. There are hidden 
secrets in the realms of divine grace 
which none will ever know but those 
who live in unbroken communion and 
fellowship with their Lord. 


In Jer. 33:3, God says, “Call unto 
me, and I will answer thee, and shew 
thee great and mighty things, which 
thou knowest not.” He still has 
mighty things to show His people if 
they will draw nigh with a true heart, 
in full assurance of faith. 


Prayer is the pivot in the Christian 
life. The pivot acts as a fastener and 
it is also a center. It is the axis of 
revolution and it holds the parts in 
place. So prayer keeps one steadfast 
in faith and active in the service of 
Jesus. To be established and make 
permanent progress there must be 
the free flow of prayer in the Spirit. 


If we are to bring others into 
touch with God we must first be in 
touch with Him. Souls cannot be 
touched by divine power unless some 
one is in touch with God, and it is 
in the secret place of prayer that this 
touch is found. The touching of hearts 
in service is the result of being in 
touch with God in prayer. Jesus said, 
“When thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly.” 
Matt, 6:6. To talk with our Father 
is a priceless privilege. Elijah prayed 
that it might not rain and it rained 
not. He prayed again and the heav- 
ens gave rain. This is‘the record of 
the man who was subject to like pas- 
sions as we are, who stood before 
God and obeyed Him. (Jas. 5:17.) He 
was in touch with God, and God had 
imparted His power unto him and 
given him authority to shut up and 
Open the heavens; to keep back the 
rain and bring it again. It is the 
touch with God that brings life and 
victory and charges us with power 
and gives efficiency so we can prove 
that the things which are impossible 
with man are possible with God. All 
the mighty men mentioned in the Bi- 
ble, and those outside have been men 
of prayer. They differed in many 
things but in the one thing, prayer, 
they were alike. 

Mercy is what we need and grace 
is what we must have, or our life and 
work for God will be a complete fail- 
ure. 
we make it ours experimentally by 
prayer. Oh, if we only realized the 
height and depth and length and 
breadth of God’s grace that is ours 
for the asking, we would surely pray 
more. 

Jesus says in John 16:24, “Ask, and 
ye shall receive, that your joy may 
be full.” We have seen people whose 
joy is full indeed, it is just running 
over, is shining and sparkling from 
their eyes, bubbling out of their lips 
and dripping off of their finger tips 
when they shake hands with you. 
Glory! When you come in contact 
with such persons it is like coming 
in contact with an electric machine 
charged with the power and glory of 
heaven. These’ people are always 
those who have been alone and 
touched the throne of God’s power 
through prayer. The Psalmist David 
in speaking of the blessedness of the 
presence of the Lord said, “In thy 
presence is fulness of joy.” Psa. 16:11. 
Oh, the joy of those moments when, 
in prayer, we press into the very 
presence of our Lord! 


So many let the hurry of their lives 
crowd out prayer. Much time and 
energy can be wasted by failing to 
pray.

Acts 4:31 tells us how the early | 
Church prayed and God manifested , 
His power. “And when they had’ 
prayed the place was shaken where 
they were assembled together; and! 
they were all, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word of 
God with boldness.” ‘ 

If more time weré Spent in prayer 
there would be more fullness of the 
Spirit’s power and work. It is sad 
to see so many who once worked in 
the mighty demonstration and power 





of the Spirit who have now dropped 


out of the ranks entirely or are filling 
the air with empty formal prayers 
and testimonies. The fountain of life 
has been stopped up with the rubbish 
of this world and the bubbling over 
experience has ceased. What is the 
matter? They have failed to pray. 

Prayer and the study of God’s 
Word go hand in hand and promote 
our spiritual growth as nothing else 
will.

ry great loads, and yet are not weary 
or faint; they face great crisis and 
yet are not troubled. Those who 
know not what treasures of wisdom, 
strength, courage and power are hid- 
den in God’s pavilion, wonder how all 
this is and try to account for it by 
something in the man—his talent, his 
tact or favoring circumstances but the 
real secret is, that person has been 
alone with his Lord and received that 
divine touch which dispels all gloom 
and brings courage, strength and 
calmness of soul. Hallelujah! 

Paul says in Phir. 4:6, 7, “Be care- 
ful for nothing; but in every thing by 
prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving let your request be , made 
known unto God. And the peace of 
God, which passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.”

Having a per- 
sonal soul interest in the work of the 
Lord will increase prayer. Jesus 
had a personal interest in souls. In 
His prayer He said, “Neither pray 
I for these alone, but for them also 
which shall believe on me through 
their word.” 

Jesus tells us in Luke 21:34-36, 
“Take heed to yourselves, lest at any 
time your hearts be over charged with 
surfeiting (overeating, sickness 
caused by such), and drunkenness, 
and CARES OF THIS LIF, and so 
that day come upon you unawares. 
Watch ye therefore, and PRAY AL- 
WAYS, that ye may be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to stand be- 
for the Son of man.” 

According to these words uttered 
by our Lord we need to pray much 
to be ready to meet Him. The com- 
ing of Jesus is a subject that is caus- 
ing much interest and discussion but 
it is one thing to be interested in the 
Lord’s return and talk about it, and 
quite another thing to be ready to 
meet Him. 

We live in an atmosphere that is 
permeated with evil and has a ten- 
dency to unfit us for His coming. The 
world tends to draw us down by its 
qualifications and cares, and there is 
only one way we can rise above these 
things and live in the atmosphere of 
heaven, and it is by watching and 
much prayer.

Dear Brother Tomlinson, and Saints 
Scattered Abroad—Greetings in Je 
sus’ Dear Name: 

I belonged to the Methodist Church 
for twenty years and tried to live in 
all the light I could and raise my 
children in a way that would be 
pleasing to the Lord but I wasn’t 
satisfied. I couldn’t understand the 
Bible like I wanted to so I joined the 
Baptist church and still tried to raise 
my children right but they never 
heard me pray.

She 
went to seeking and the Lord sancti- 
fied and filled her with the Holy 
Ghost. She joined the Church of God 
at Thurber, Texas. 

I was sick for six years a hardly 
able to do anything. My daughter 
would come to see me and I thought 
she didn’t care for me as she wouldn’t 
give me any medicine. I was taken 


down with rheumatism and was help. 


less forty-eight days and was in a 
critical condition. The Lord pre 
vailed with me and told me that 
I would get healed if I would get the 
holiness people to pray for me but the 
devil would tell me that I couldn’t live 
without medicine as I had lived on it 
for twenty-eight years and thought I 
couldn’t, do without it. I suffered and 
medicine would not ease me for the 
Lord was prevailing with me. I would 
think that when my daughter would 
come I would get her to pray for me 
but when she came the devil would 
cheat me and I wouldn’t ask her. She 
wouldn’t get home before I would be 
so anxious for some one to pray. 


The Lord showed me so plainly that 
the holiness way was right but I 
couldn’t give up my. medicine and 
snuff. I suffered and suffered till I 
promised the Lord that I would go 
to church and do better if He would 
give me strength to get up. He gave 
me strength so I went to church one

In about two weeks I was taken 
down again and I was in a terrible 
condition. He sent for the doctor and 
I was given medicine but I couldn't 
get any ease at aM. Some nights I 
suffered so that they would have to 
hold me on the bed and at times it 
looked like I couldn’t live but the 
Lord showed me that He would heal 
me if I would get the holiness people 
to pray for me but I couldn’t stand the 
idea of asking my husband if they 
could. Oh, how I suffered! The 
Lord took my speech and eye- 
sight away from me for six hours. 
It seemed like I was on a ridge, on 
the left it was so deep I couldn’t see 
the bottom and on the right I couldn’t 
see to tell whether it was day or 
night. Oh, what a feeling! I sent 
for the holines people to pray for me 
as it looked like my end was near. 
Oh, what a hard fight I had with the 
devil. He told me that I couldn’t live 
without medicine and snuff. I could 
see that awful deep dark dungeon. On 
which side of the ridge was I going to 
fall? My mother was there reading 
the Evangel, I could hear her but 
could not see her. She noticed that 
I hadn’t been talking. I was so deep 
under conviction that I did not know 
what was to become of me. My 
mother asked me if I wanted any- 
thing. I worked till I could speak 
and said, “Mother, pray for me,” and 
she said, “Pray for yourself,” and 
went out and closed the door behind 
her. That hurt me like a knife stuck 
in my breast. I began to cry out to 
God to have mercy on me and He gave 
me strength to get out of the bed on 
my. knees. I went to praying myself 
and I cried out to the Lord to heal 
my body and save me from that aw- 
ful place that I could see.

Brother John Burk, our state over- 
seer, opened the Assembly on Satur- 
day night with a short, but very fit- 
ting address. Then H. L. Tri fol- 
lowed him with the subject, Why Feel 
We at Home? We feel at home be- 
cause we are at home—in the Church 
of God. My mind goes back to the 
time of our first General Assemblies, 
when we would meet together to rea- 
son among ourselves of the great 
mysteries of God’s Word. We were 
then but few in number, not as many 
as are here tonight, but we were hunt- 
ing the old paths and hunting a home 
for the true children of God, where 
they could be protected from the on- 
slaughts of the enemy, and, thank 
God, we found it in the Church of 
God. Now instead of a little handful 
of members we have more than 20, 
000 and more than 600 ministers on 
the field, and I believe they all feel 
at home. But why do we feel at home 
tonight? Because we help to make up 
the membership of the greatest body on 
earth today—the Church of God. Here 
we are in our own house and can’t 
you feel the sweet fellowship of God’s 
children? When the Lord saves, 
sanctifies and fills us with the Holy 
Ghost and places us in the’Church of 
God and when we meet together in 
our great state assembly we can’t help 
but feel at home. Let every one who 
feels at home here tonight stand with 
uplifted hands and praise God from 
whom all blessings flow. 

Sunday, July 2nd Z.R. Thomas 
spoke from the subject, WHAT IS THE 
CHURCH OF GOD? His text was, 
“But if I tarry long, that thou mayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave 
thyself in the house of God, which is 
the church of the living God, the 
pillar and ground of the truth.” What 
the Church of God is, is summed up 
in these few words. It is the pillar 
and ground of the truth, and the 
pillar and ground of the truth will 
stand when all things fail. The devil 
may howl and roar, threaten and con- 
demn but the pillar and ground of 
the truth—the Church of God, will 
rise and soar above it all, and the 
brightness of it shall shine from the 
mountain tops and make a pathway 
for the children of God to walk in 


until all nations shall flow unto her. 


We can see her streams of light today 
as it is covering the earth. The 
hearts of men are melting underneath 
her brightness, the laws are going 
forth from her that are awaking the 
sleeping nations and she is circling 
the globe today with her wonderful 
truths, nothing can stop her. The 
truth is bound to go forth and God 
has some men in her who have _ the 
nerves of steel, who will not turn to 
the right or left and who will not 
compromise but will give their lives 
for the pillar and ground of the 
truth—the Church of God. All the 
weight of this great building rests on 
the pillars and ground, and if the 
whole building is fitly framed togeth- 
er, and if we have dug down until we 
are on the rock and every piece of 
timber placed in its proper place in 
the building, we need not fear when 
the winds blow or the rains descend 
for we are sure we are in the house 
that is built on the Rock. He set 
forth enough Scripture to convince 
anyone who will be convinced that we 
have at last found the pillar and 
ground of the truth. We can’t bring 
all the discourse out as it would re- 
Guire too much time and space. 
Jesse Danehower next spoke from 
the subject, HOW WE GET INTO THE 
OF GOD. We may say how 
we den’t get into the Church of God 
and hew we do get into the Church of 
Ged. Many good people today. have 
the idea they are born into, or bap- 


tized into the Church and that there 
is no visible or literal Church; that 
everyone who has been born of 
the spirit is in the Church but let us 
consult the Scriptures and see first 
how we don’t get into the Church, Let 
us look first at Matt. 16:13-19. Notice 
that Jesus says, “Upon this rock I 
will build my church and the -gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it.” 
He was talking directly to His disci- 
plés whom he had chosen and ordained 
and sent forth to preach the Word. 
It seems that He was talking directly 
to Peter whom He had called from the 
fishers net and said, “Follow me, and 
I will make you fishers of men.” We 
see him going forth doing the biddings 
of the Lord but still we hear Jesus 
say, “Upon this rock I will build my 


church.” If He had built it previous 
to this, surely He would t have 
said, I will build it, denoting a future 


time. Is it possible for us to be born 
into the Church when He says, “That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; 
and that which is born of the Spirit 
is spirit?” John 3:6. When we get 
the new birth we are in the family 
of God but not in the Church of God. 
We have heard the theory advanced 
that the Church is set up within us 
when we are born of the Spirit but 
let us see what we find in Luke 17: 
20, 21, “And when he was demanded 
of the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
God should come, he answered them 
and said, The kingom of God cometh 
not with observation: Neither shall 
they say, Lo here! or, lo there! for 
behold, the kingdom of God is within 
you”—not the Church of God but the 
kingdom of God. Could this be true? 
If so, why did Paul speak of the 
Church at Corinth? Why did he send 
Titus to set things in order and or- 
dain elders in every city (not in every 
heart)? Why did he command Tim- 
othy (the first bishop of the church 
of the Ephesians) to bring the books 
and especially, the parchments? 2 Tim. 
4:13. 


Some have brought forth. the idea 
that we are baptized into the Church 
but let us bring forth the plain Bible 
truths and see if this will stand. Can 
we be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
as long as the carnal_mind is within 
us? In Paul’s letter to the Church at 
Corinth he says, “And I, brethren, 
could not speak unto you as unto 
spiritual, but as unto carnal, even as 
unto babes in Christ.” 1. Cor. 3:1. Yet 
they were in the Church at Corinth 
and had not as yet been sanctified but 
they were babes in Christ. 


If we are either born into or bap- 
tized into the Church we are sure man 
has no right to pnt us out, or to take 
us in. I believe if we search the 
Word we can find whether or not God 
ever gave man the right to take peo- 
ple into or turn them out of the 
Church. Go with me _ to the third 
epistle of John’s gospel. We hear him 
as he said, “Beloved, thou doest faith- 
fully whatsoever thou doest to the 
brethren, and to strangers; Which 
have borne witness of thy charity be- 
fore the church: whom if thou bring 
forward on their journey after a godly 
sort, thou shalt do well: Because that 
for his name’s sake they went forth, 
taking nothing of the Gentiles. We 
therefore ought to receive such, that 
we might be fellowhelpers to the truth. 
I wrote unto the church: but Diotre- 
phes, who loveth to have the preemi- 
nence among them, receiveth us not. 
Wherfore, if I come, I will remember 
his deeds which he _ doeth, prating 
against us with malicious words: and 
not content therewith, neither doth he 
himself receive the brethren, and for- 
biddeth them that would, and casteth 
them out of the church.” 3 Zohn 5-10. 


tr we are born of the Spirit we are 
children of God and if this places us 
in the Church, it is impossible for any 
man io cast us out of the Church. If, 
when we are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost that places us in the Church, it 
would be impossible for a man as Di- 
otrephes, to cast us out of the Church. 
We read further in Jude where cer- 
tain men crept in unawares, who were 
before of old, ordained to this con- 
demnation, ungodly men. Is a man 
who has been born of the Spirit an 
ungodly man, or a man who has been 
baptized with the Holy Ghost an un- 
godly man? Yet they crept in. We 
read in Matt. 18:15-17 where He says, 
“Moreover if thy brother shall _ tres- 
Pass against thee, go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone: if 
he shall hear thee, thou hast gajned 
thy brother. But if he will not hear 
thee, then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word may be 
established. And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto the church: 
but if he neglect to hear the church, 
let him be unto thee as an heathen 
man and a publican.” 


If then, we are Dorn into or bap- 
tized into the Church there can in no 
wise be a visible church. Then how 
are we to tell it to the Church, and 
where shall we go for our elders to 
pray. for the sick and all the things 
they are supposed to do? This erro- 
neous doctrine of Satan will not stand 
when weighed by God’s Word. But 
you say, “The Lord added to the 
church daily such as should be saved.” 
Acts 2: 47. Yes, but has God ever 
done a work since He gave the law to 
Moses without performing it through 
a human instrument? 


How then do we get into the Church 
of God? By being joined to, and re- 
ceiving the right hand of fellowship 
as Paul did in Gal. 2:1-10. How was 
my*wife joined to me? By being born 
into her father’s family, did that make 
her my wife? How then did she 
become a part of my flesh and 
bone? By» being joined to me, 

d. by taking my right hand as 

“token that she would obey me 
as my wife, “For we are members 





‘of his body, of his flesh, and of his 
bones. For this cause shall a man leave 


his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two 
shall be one flesh. This is a great 
mystery: but I speak concerning 
Christ and the church.” Eph. 5:30-32. 

The next subject for discussion was, 
CHURCH GOVERNMENT, by S. S. 
Monroe and others. The need and the 
beauty of the government were 
brought out. Some of the Scriptures 
used were Isa. 9:6, 7; 1 Cor. 12:28; 
2 Pet. 2. After that the twelve and 
seventy. elders were brought out. 
Joshua 4:1-11; Num. 11:24-27; Matt, 
10; Luke 10:1-7. The manner in 
which elders are appointed and or- 
dained was presented. 1 Tim. 3; Tit. 
1:4-14; Acts 14:23; Acts 20:16, 17. 
And dealing with members. Matt. 18: 
15-19; Rom. 16:17, 18; Ezek. 13:1-17. 

On Sunday night J. J.. Reeser 
preached from the text found in Acts 
13:40, 41, “Beware therefore, lest that 
come upon you, which is spoken of in 
the prophets; Behold, ye despisers, 
and wonder, and perish: for I work a 
work in your days, a work which 
ye shall in no wise believe, 
though a man declare it unto 
you.” He had the subject well in hand 
from the beginning and oh, how the 
Lord did bless him in giving out the 
Word, Although young in the Church 
of God he is proving his love for the 
real truth, having come up through 
what is known as The Finished Work, 
then through the “New Light” move 
ment, and then he found the Church 
of God and is justly proud of being a 
loyal member. 

Monday morning, July, 3rd, Z. R. 
Thomas spoke from the subject, “Dan- 
ger Signals”. He talked from 1 Thes- 
5;15, “See that none render evil for 
evil unto any man; but ever follow 
that which is good, both among your- 
selves, and to all men.” He brought 
out in a very impressive way the re- 
sults of ignoring danger signals and 
of shunning the very appearance of 
evil. He especially emphasized the 
danger of too intimate relation of the’ 
opposite sex, of the shame and dis- 
grace that has been brought on the 
cause of God by some who have fallen 
so low as to bring such reproach, and 
the results of backbiting, tattling and 
taking up reproach, and last, he 
brought out so clear of ministers get- 
ting exalted, and of their fall. 

He was followed by H. L. Trim on 
the subject, GOING THE BIBLE 
WAY. His text was, “My doctrine 
shall drop as the rain, my speech 
shall distil as the dew, as the small 
rain upon the tender herb and as the 
showers upon the grass: Because I 
will publish the name of the Lord: 
ascribe ye greatness unto our God. He 
is the Rock, his work is perfect.” The 
Scriptures used were Isa. 55:10; Acts 
4:8-21; Matt. 11:29; Matt. 1:21; John 
17; Heb. 2:11; 13:12; John 16:1-9; 
Luke 24:49-53; Acts 2:4; 1 Cor. 1:1- 
10. 

Monday afternoon Chas. Gossitt 
talked from the subject, POWER OF 
FELLOWSHIP. His text was, “And he 
divided the three hundred men _ into 
three companies, and he put a trum- 
pet in every man’s hand, with empty 
pitchers. and lamps within the pitch- 
ers. And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewise and, behold, when 
I come to the outside of the camp, it 
shall be that, as I do, so shall ye do.” 
Judges 7:16, 17. 

Next was Z. R. Thomas on TITH- 
ING. He set forth enough Scriptures to 
convince the most skeptical that we 
should pay our tithes today as in 
Abraham’s day, and also told the man- 
ner in which we should pay them and 
where they are to be used. 

Monday night Mrs. H. L. Trim 
preached from the subject of PRAYER 
and a more wonderful message we 
never heard on this subject, and she 
seemed to be one among the many 
ministers who was there to take this 
important subject. We have the full 
message as was delivered but time and 
space will not permit us to give it 
in full, and all we will say, “It was 
wonderful!” She also spoke on Tues- 
day morning on, The Duties of the 
Sisters of the Church. The Scriptures 
were, 1 Tim. 2:10, 18; 1 Cor. 13:34; 
Rom, 16:1-3; Eph. 5:24; Titus 2:1- 
5; 1 Pet. 3:1. 

The next subject was, FEEDING 
THE SHEEP, by E.C. Scarbrough. 
The Scriptures used were St. John 21: 
1-18; 1 Pet. 5:1-5; Acts 20:28-30; 1 
Cor. 9:7; John 10:1-17; Isa. 62:1-10; 
Jer. 13:16, 17; Ezek. 34; Isa. 40:9. 

Tuesday afternoon the _ subject 
was, LOVE, by Med Gullett. This was 
a melting service and it seemed that 


every one was buried deeper in the 
fountain of love. 
Tuesday night, by request, Z. R. 


Thomas preached on The Church of 
God and the Lord set His approval 
on ‘the service and many were made 
to see the light on the Church, and 
several were added to the Church. 
Wednesday morning, July 5th, the 
power of the Lord was so great and 
the Saints rejoicing so, that it seemed 
for a while that no one would get to 
bring the message but quietness at 
last prevailed and 2 R. Thomas gave 
a méssage on Sanctification, as a 
second definite experience, and was 
followed by others. God sent His 
Word forth in a way that convinced 
the gainsayers who were there deny- 
ing the blood that sanctified and say- 
ing there is nothing to such an_ ex- 
perience. They are at last silenced in 
Truman (for a while at least). 


The next speaker was Brother John 
Burk, our state overseer.
